HOW  TO  SEPARATE  SECTIONS 
OF  ROBINSON  WALL  COPING 

Double  sections  of  wall  coping,  as 
they  come  from  your  Robinson 
branch  yard  or  dealer,  are  de¬ 
signed  to  separate  cleanly  and 
easily.  Follow  these  simple  rules. 


Place  the  coping 
upright.  If  it  has  a 
bell,  rest  it  on  the 
spigot  end  to  protect  the 
bell  which  has  a  thinner  wall. 


With  hammer  and 
wide  chisel  work 
down  the  scored  line 
on  one  side  of  the  double 
sections.  Hold  the  chisel  at  a 
right  angle  to  the  scoring. 

Startwithlight,firm 
hammer  blows  and 
increase  the  impact 
until  you  febl  the  sections 
begin  co  separate.  Do  not 
try  to  separate  with  one 
powerful,  blow. 

Usually  both  sides 
of  the  coping  sep¬ 
arate  at  once.  How¬ 
ever,  if  only  one  side  sep¬ 
arates,  repeat  the  operation 
on  the  other  side.
